A Move Is Made 
Some steps in this direction have ‘already been taken. by a reduction in.

‘large plant’ in Regina; providing for a substantially increased number of 
employees. Smaller independent and co-operative refineries in the same 
city have also announced they are prepared to expand materially provided

The owners of the Iarge privately-operated refining plant have’ an- 
nounced that they are not opposing the application of the smaller concerns 
for reduced freight rates on carlot basis, but railway. officials appearing be- 
fore the Board:of Railway Commissioners contested repesentations for such 
reduction.
